Hen 
ry P. Ormond and Frederic k A. Hyde, 
real estate operators of tho Pacific 
coast, are finally to face the hat of 
justice and answer to chargee of con­ 
spiracy to defraud the United States 
( ut of valuable timber concessions in 
nearly every State west of Hie MIS 
sis Sippi River. 
These 
four 
defend­ 
ants, according to the Government of­ 
ficial*, are the 
ringleaders 
of 
the 
most stupendous* 
land 
frauds ever \ 
biought to Ugli! in ihis country. 
The cases were called for trtal to­ 
day before Justice Stafford. 
The trial j 
Is expected to consume nearly three, 
months, as more than 200 witnesses 
may be examined. 
Congress recently 
authorized the expenditure necessary 
to conduct th-- prosecution and direct , 
od that the entire cost. approximately , 
$50,000, he borne by the government ( 
and no portion charged against the 
District of Columbia, in whose courts j 
the trial Is to take place. 
The case of J 
the prosecution will be handled by 
United States Attorney Baker, special 
A ssistant United States Attorney Pugh 
and Francis J. Heney, of San Francis­

The defendants have engaged 
eminent counsel, including Attorneys 
A. S. Worthington. R. Golden Donald­ 
son and A. A. Blimey, with three as-1 
sibilants. 
The cases against Benson, Oimond, 
Schneider and Hyde have been drag­ 
ging along for the past four years. 
John A. Benson is regarded as the 
principal in the alleged conspiracy, 
j For many years he has been a prom­ 
inent figure on the Pacific coast. Ear- 
I h In life he went from Ohio to San 
I Francisco, where he established hini- 
i self 
as a surveyor, land ag**m and 
real estate operator. 
From 18*6 to 
1879 he held 
the 
office of 
United 
States deputy 
surveyor. 
Then he 


proceeded to organize the Benson land ; 
ring, seeking to control contracts for 1 
surveying government lands. 
For the , 
next six years he and his crowd con-1 
trolled all contract s for surveying gov-j 
eminent lands in California and the I 
neighboring States. 
Deports of Benson's operations fin- 
ally led to, an official investigation as I 
g result of which seventy-six indict- j 
ments were returned against Benson 
and his associates, 
in 1885 and 1886 
Benson himself was indicted no less 
than twenty-four times. 
Wealth and 
influence were employed to prevent 
the trial 
of 
tile 
cases. 
Meanwhile 
special agents of the government were 
sent to Ban 
Francisco 
to make 
a 
thorough investigation of State and 
Federal 
officials who had 
protected 
Benson. They round that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad as well as a number

field of operations to include Oregon, 
1 Washington and other States.

Secretary Hitchcock in 1903, resulting 
in c h a r g e s involving Senator Mitchell. 
Representative Binger Hermann and 
I others of prominence. 
As a result of 
I the evidence brought to light in these 
trials Benson was convicted at San 
j Francisco, in August, 1907, of con- 
I spire* y to defraud the government out 
io f 12,000 acres of land, and sentenced 
I to ten years* imprisonment. 
He

pealed the case ami has since been at 
I liberty under $30,000 bond. Now. with 
a fortune estimated at $20,000,000, he 
and his associates must again stand 
trial on charges of alleged wholesale 
swindling.
